FORTY-FIVE HORSES START IN A RACE. 

“It is interesting to recall that the largest field 
to start for a race in England was in 1861, when 
Croagh Patrick beat forty-four others for the 
Stewards’ Cup at Goodwood,’’ says an exchange. 
“1861 was a year of big fields, as it was in that year 
that the maximum of runners was reached for the 
City and Suburban, no fewer that thirty -eight horses 
going to the post, and Cantine was the winner. 
The largest field that ever ran for the Great 
Metroiiolitan was in 1846, which was the first year 
of the race, when the three-year-old Chamois beat 
twenty-eight others. The Two Thousand Guineas 
is not a race famous for large fields, says Mr. John 
Corlett, and we shall search in vain for a larger 
number than nineteen, which was the total when 
Pretender won. In 1861, when Diophantus won the 
Tw’o Thousand, there were seventeen, w’hlch is con- 
siderably above the average. There were the same 
number for the Chester Cup, but for the Derby 
eighteen seems a motlcst number as compared with 
thirty in 1860, and thirty-four in 1862. Dundee was 
the bogey that frightenwl the owmers of the doubt- 
ful lot in 1861. Brown Duchess had sixteen behind 
her in the Oaks, and there were thirty-three start- 
ers for the Royal Hunt Cup. Dundee being out of 
the W’ay, eighteen faced the starter for the St. 
Leger.’’ 

FINAL STATISTICS OF THE RACING OF 1905. 

6.191 Horses Ran; 2,728 Win 8,011 Races, and 
2.859 Are Not In the Money. 

IlOTses of all ages to the number of 6,191 par- 
ticipated in the 8,011 races decided on the principal 
tracks of the United States and Canada during the 
year 1905. But only 3,8.‘12 of these shared in the 
distribution of |3,601,357, which was the grand total 
of the stakes and purses given during the year at 
these tracks. The number of winning horses of all 
ages was 2,723, leaving 3,368 non-winners, of which 
1,109 earned money by finishing second, or tldrd, 
and 2,.'r»9 failed to return a penny of prise money 
for their keep; However, there are among these 
non-earners many “badge” horses and it cannot be 
said that such failed utterly to “reward” their 

owners. Tlie following is a table showing how 
mauy horses of each age raced during the year, 
how' many were in the money without winning, how 
many were unplaced and giving the totals of their 
earnings:
